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Conference ended: As they came out of the Caſtle, the Canons were thrice diſcharged round the 
Town, the Muſquetcers giving their vollies from the Works, and the Horſe drawn up upon the 
Plain, ſaluting them withtheir Trumpets, the whole Town quitting their Houſes to expreſſe 
their Joy to them as they paſſed by; This Joyful News was brought on Friday laſt July 26. from 
Breda, by the Right Worſhipful Sir Fob» Coventry, to the King, bringing with him che Articles 
of Peace, as they were Signed there by the Plenipotentiaries.
